Mr. Lilley intro­ 
duced Frank T. Brown of Norwich, 
and State Senator Stiles Judson of 
Bridgeport, Conn., as his counsel.

“ Ves sir,” replied Mr. Hobson, and 
he sai<1 the party was Lawrence Speer 
of New York. 
It was In November 
last. 
He said over th e telephone sub­ 
sequently that he understood Mr. Hob­ 
son wanted to go on the naval com­ 
m ittee and that his company would 
be able to help him, had influence to 
bring that about if he stood right on 
submarines. 
Mr. Hobson, in reply to questions, 
reluctantly 
adm itted 
that

claimed to have Influence with the 
speaker. 
Mr. Hobson further said that Mr. 
Speer had informed him that he would 
have to “look out for Mr. Williams,” 
the minority leader. 
Mr. Olmsted: 
"T he idea was that 
If you secured the support of Mr. W ill­ 
iams, they would do the rest?” 
Mr. Hobson: 
“ Yes sir. They would 
use their influence to have me placed 
on the com m ittee.” 
When Mr. Olmsted said “your ap­ 
pointment on the naval com m ittee was 
obtained in ihe usual w ay?” Mr. Hob­ 
son replied: 
“I m ade an official application to 
Mr. W illiams and to the speaker, and 
1 think that was all. 
1 do not retnem 
her having urged my ea^e to the m i­ 
nority leader, and I 
do not 
know' 
whether any of my friends did so; 
but it was known by them generally 
that 1 wanted that committee. 
1 told 
Mr. Spe«*r ihat I did not want the in­ 
fluence that his company had, and I 
made no promise to support any naval 
proposition he might have to offer.” 


HAS ROUGH SAILING. 


Postoffice Ap propriation Bill Am ended 
in the House. 
W ashington, March 13.—T he post- 
office appropriation bill had rough sail­ 
ing in the house of representatives. 
Its progress was halted at every turn 
by am endm ents, upon which there was 
lengthy discussion. 
T he attacks were 
begun on the section relating to the 
pneumatic tube service, which was 
forced to undergo a change so that ex­ 
tensions of service should not be con­ 
fined to the several cities named in 
the bill but that they should be made 
w herever the postm aster general may 
think best. 
The house was a unit for 
withholding a portion of the pay to 
railroads 
for 
the 
transportation 
of 
mails until a correct system of weigh­ 
ing should be established, a provision 
to that effect being incorporated in 
the m easure, and finally a vigorous 
but ineffectual fight was made upon a 
proposition by Mr. Goebel of Ohio to 
Increase by $2,000,000 tho appropria­ 
tion for paying the expenses of r a i ­ 
lway mail clerks while traveling on 
business of the departm ent,

ENDORSES CURRENCY BILL

Later he was asked by an agent of 
the Lake company if he would offer a 
substitute resolution leaving the ap­ 
propriation to be expended in the regu­ 
lar way by the secretary of the navy. 
“I said,” continued Mr. Lilley, “I did 
not care to offer the substitute resolu­ 
tion. 
I do not think submarines are 
of much account, but if we are going 
to have them I certainly will vote for 
open legislation.” 
“Was the motion offered in commit­ 
tee?” asked Mr. Olmsted. 
“No, he took it to the wrong man,” 
replied Mr. Lilley. 
“The man was predetermined to 
vote for the Electric Boat company.” 
suggested Mr. Olmsted. 
Mr. Olmsted took up in detail the 
question of plans for and the building 
of submarine boats, and drew from 
Mr. Lilley the statement that in his 
opinion both the Octopus and Lake 
boats are an obsolete type. 
A point 
raised in Mr. Lilley’s statement re­ 
garding excessive profits to the Elec­ 
tric Boat company was gone into and 
Mr. Lilley said he would produce evi­ 
dence from tfciv&l officers confirming 
that statement. 
A discussion arose 
between Mr. Olmsted and Mr. Lilley 
over that portion of Mr. Lilley’s state­ 
ment relating to newspaper corre­ 
spondents and the part they have 
taken in creating, what Mr. Lilley 
termed a sentiment for submarines, 
particularly on the Pacific coast. 
“While,” he said, “I have no direct 
testimony to offer on that subject, I 
am told that they (the Electric Boat 
company) 
have men who attended 
meetings of boards of trade, cham­ 
bers of commerce, etc., and who get 
up in their meetings and make ad­ 
dresses on the unpreparedness of the 
Pacific coast and the fear that the 
Japanese will be over on the next 
boat and thus get resolutions passed 
instructing their congressmen to vote 
for a large number of submarines as 
the best means of protecting them 
from invasion. - I think It Is reprehen­ 


sible conduct on the part of the com­ 
pany to hire lawyers and newspaper 
men to go about and create war 
scares and work through boards of 
trade and chambers of commerce to 
bring pressure to bear on members of 
the house to vote the government’s 
money for their boats.” 
At this point Mr. Lilley was ex­ 
cused 
temporarily 
and 
Representa­ 
tive Richmond P. Hobson was called. 
After Mr. Hobson had been sworn, he 
stated to the committee that he pre­ 
ferred that questions be asked him 
rather than that he make a statement. 
Questioned by Mr. Olmsted, he said 
that he made a statement to Mr. Lilley 
something like which Mr. Lilley had 
testified. 
Approached Hobson. 
"Did some person claiming to be a 
representative of the Electric Boat 
company approach you in the manner 
indicated?” asked Mr. Olmsted. 
“Yes sir,” replied Mr. Hobson, and 
he said the party was law rence Speer 
of New York. 
It was in November 
last. 
He said over the telephone sub­ 
sequently that he understood Mr. Hob­ 
son wanted to go on the naval com­ 
mittee and that his company would 
be able to help him, had influence to 
bring that about if he stood right on 
submarines. 
Mr. Hobson, in reply to questions, 
reluctantly 
admitted 
that 
Speer 
claimed to have influence with the 
speaker. 
Mr. Hobson further said that Mr. 
Speer had informed him that he would 
have to “look out for Mr. Williams,” 
the minority leader. 
Mr. Olmsted: 
“The idea was that 
lf you secured the support of Mr. Will­ 
iams, they would do the rest?” 
Mr. Hobson: 
“Yes sir. They would 
use their influence to have me placed 
on the committee.” 
When Mr. Olmsted said “your ap­ 
pointment on the naval committee was 
obtained in the usual way?” Mr. Hob­ 
son replied: 
“I made an official application to 
Mr. W illiams and to the speaker, and 
I think that was all. 
I do not remem­ 
ber having urged my case to the mi­ 
nority leader, and I do not know 
whether any of my friends did so; 
but it was known by them generally 
that I wanted that committee. 
I told 
Mr. Speer that I did not want the in­ 
fluence that his company had, and I 
made no promise to support any naval 
proposition he might have to offer.” 


HAS ROUGH SAILING. 


Postoffice Appropriation Bill Amended 
in the House. 
Washington, March 13.—The post­ 
office appropriation bill had rough sail­ 
ing in the house of representatives. 
Its progress was halted at every turn 
by amendments, upon which there was 
lengthy discussion. 
The attacks were 
begun on the section relating to the 
pneumatic tube service, which was 
forced to undergo a change so that ex­ 
tensions of service should not be con­ 
fined to the several cities named in 
the bill but that they should be made 
wherever the postmaster general may 
think best. 
The house was a unit for 
withholding a portion of the pay to 
railroads for the transportation of 
mails until a correct system of weigh­ 
ing should be established, a provision 
to that effect being incorporated in 
the measure, and finally a vigorous 
but ineffectual fight was made upon a 
proposition by Mr. Goebel of Ohio to 
increase by $2,000,000 the appropria­ 
tion for paying the expenses of rail­ 
way mall clerks while traveling on 
business of the department. 
Still other amendments ware in 
sight when the bill was laid aside for 
the day and the house adjourned. 


ENDORSES CURRENCY BILL 


Senator Lodge of Massachusetts Sup­ 
ports Pending Measure. 
Washington, 
March 
13.—Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts strongly en­ 
dorsed the pending currency bill in 
the senate and declared that it would 
be serviceable as an emergency meas­ 
ure and would not prevent the enact­ 
ment of a general currency law which, 
he declared, he hoped to see realized 
In the future on the basis of a cen­ 
tral bank. 
Senator Paynter of Kentucky op­ 
posed the currency bill in a short 
speech and especially condemned the 
proposition to insure bank deposits. 
Referring to Senator Depew’s re­ 
cent remarks about “night riders” and 
barn burning in Kentucky, both Sena­ 
tors Paynter and McCreary of that 
state condemned such lawlessness and 
denounced the tobacco trJst.

Adm iral Evans* Battleships Complete 
Long T r ip in Safety. 
San Diego, Cal., March 13.—When 
the American battleship fleet under 
command of Rear Admiral ltobley D. 
Evans steamed into Magdalena bay, 
passing the rocky gateway marked by 
Sail rock on the north and Redondo 
point on the south, dropped anchors 
behind the high peninsula’s promon­ 
tory, which stretches a protecting arm 
down from the mainland and makes 
Man o’ War cove the most sheltered 
harbor of th9 lower Pacific coast, the 
history-matting naval cruise of more 
than 13,000 miles, begun at Hampton 
Roads less than three months ago, 
practically came to an end. 
Magdalena is the present naval base 
of the Pacific for American target 
work and battle practice drills, and

if not the men of the fleet, may feel 
that they are again In home waters. 
There remains to be made the trip 
from Magdalena to San Francisco, the 
destination originally announced and 
a matter of some 1,100 miles, but it 
will not be begun until after target 
practice is concluded and fleet drills 
are done. 
This last stage of the jour­ 
ney will be a tour of holiday making, 
with stops at San Diego, Los Angeles, 
Santa Barbara and Santa Cruz, where 
reception committees are planning all 
manner of entertainments for officers 
and men, the latter especially coming 
in for the greater amount of attention. 
The 
sailors 
will 
find 
themselves 
heroes, everyone, in the eyes of their 
Western admirers, and are promised 
a series of fetes which include fea­ 
tures ranging from gala balls under 
the patronage of exclusive social sets 
to prize fights refereed by Champion 
James J. Jeffries himself. 
The California committees announce 
that the uniforms of the enlisted men, 
far from being a bar to any place of 
amusement, as has sometimes been 
known to be the case In other places, 
will be a mark of hospitality and wel­ 
come all along the Pacific coast. 
There is serious work to be done 
at Magdalena, however, before the 
sailors’ thoughts can turn to the hap­ 
py days of homecoming. 
Target ranges are to be established 
off the coast of Lower California at 
once, according to the wireless dis­ 
patches from Admiral Evans, and the 
divisions of the fleet will be sent out 
with big guns booming as soon as 
they are ready. 
Long before the fleet 
passed through the Straits - of Ma­ 


gellan the ordnance officers of the six­ 
teen ships, the turret captains and 
heads of the various gun crews were 
busy wit ii details of the coming prac­ 
tice, and in the run from Callao to 
Magdalena they completed the final 
arrangements.

Rom e Policeman W ould Put Indelible 
Sign on Each Anarchist. 
A member of the political police 
squad in Rome exclusively Intrusted 
with the surveillance of anarchists has 
submitted a novel plan for identifying 
“reds” throughout the world, says a 
cable dispatch recently received in 
Chicago. Ile proposes to tattoo the an­ 
archists on a visible part of the body 
with a small Indelible sign, varying in 
color In the different countries and In 
shape according to the dangerous pro­ 
pensities of the individual marked. 
The sign Is to be kept secret and 
known only to the International police. 
It is asserted by this system the police 
would be enabled to watch the anarch­ 
ists and thus prevent attacks similar 
to that made upon Chief Shippy in 
Chicago. 
The idea is favored in Chi­ 
cago, although the police refuse to dis­ 
cuss it until it has been approved by 
the powers. 


Plan to Honor Tolstoi. 
O f all the suggestions which have 
been made as to how best to celebrate 
Count Tolstoi’s eightieth birthday next 
August the one which meets with the 
most approval, according to a German 
authority, is the school plan. 
If this 
is carried out the Tolstoi estate, Jass- 
naja Poljana, will be purchased and 
will be converted into a great educa­ 
tional institution. The plan also in­ 
cludes the removal to Jassnaja Poljana 
from Dolgow of the little house where 
the sage was born. The offer of An­ 
drew Carnegie, the American “mil- 
llardiar,” to secure from the various 
publishers the copyrights of Tolstoi’s 
works so that they may become the 
property of the world also meets with 
much approval. This will cost about 
1,000,000 rubles. 


Solidi Delegation fer War Secretary 
Will Go to Chicago Instructed to 
Veto for Hie Nomination Firat, Last 
and All th# Tima. 


Omaha, March 13.—Without a voice 
of dissent the candidacy of William 
H. Taft for president of the United 
States was endorsed by the Republican 
state convention of Nebraska and a 
solid delegation for the secretary will 
go to Chicago instructed to vote for 
his nomination, first, last and all the 
time. 
It was a Taft convention from start 
to finish, despite the talk of a division, 
and when the time of selecting of 
delegates-at-large came, 
the slated 
delegation—Governor Sheldon, Sena­ 
tor Norls Brown, Victor Rosewater 
of Omaha and Judge Allen W. Field 
of Lincoln—went through with a rush. 
The alternates are A. C. Rankin of 
Furnas county, L G. Baright of Oma­ 
ha, Lieutenant Governor M. R. Hope- 
well of Burt county and Paul H. Mar- 
ley of Custer county. 
Harmony prevailed throughout the 
meeting of the convention, although 
some dissention was apparent in the 
district gatherings and over the m at­ 
ter of selecting a national committee­ 
man. 
The Second and Sixth districts held 
their conventions at the Rome hotel 
and the representatives of organized 
labor made a demonstration on the 
floor of the Second district gathering. 
Tony Donahue, an Omaha labor lead­ 
er, who was a delegate to the district 
convention, made a formal protest 
against the candidacy of William H. 
Taft. 
He addressed the convention 
briefly, saying that he represented 
5,000 voters in the Second district who 
were unalterably opposed to Secretary 
Taft and asked that he and fifteen 
other delegates be placed on record 
as opposed to sending a delegation to 
Chicago for the war secretary. 


Convention Took No Action. 
Donahue was heard respectfully, but 
the con\clition took no action and the 
matter was not brought to the atten­ 
tion of the state body. 
The day’s proceedings were marred 
by nothing of consequence and when 
the convention met the entire pro­ 
gramme had been so well mapped out 
that it took but two hours and forty 
minutes to reach adjournment, during 
which time five speeches were heard, 
two from chairman and three from 
candidates for delegate-at-large. Dan­ 
iel Nettleton, who for thirty-six years 
has divided his time between a farm 
near Fairfield and the advancement of 
his 
political 
ambitions, 
was 
made 
temporary chairman. 
He is an unique 
character and was speaker of the 
house in the last state legislature. 
Following an impromptu five-minute 
speech he proceeded with the routine 
of the convention, giving way to per­ 
manent Chairman Charles B. Ander- 
| son, amid a roar of applause. 
The candidates for delegate-at-large 
; were each asked to state their posi- 
i tion on presidential preference and 
those present addressed the conven­ 
tion. Judge Field of Lancaster, who 
followed Governor Sheldon, delivered 
an address which he divided between 
approval of President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Taft and sarcastic allusions 
to William J. Bryan. 
The platform was given over prin­ 
cipally to an endorsement of the poli­ 
cies of President Roosevelt and of 
Secretary Taft for president. 
It fol­ 
lowed the lines of that adopted by 
the Ohio convention and in one in­ 
stance quoted that document, where­ 
in a revision of the tariff is declared 
necessary. 
State issues and the ad­ 
ministration 
of state officials also 
came in for full approval.
